Young Lions roar their Wants aloud 
to Providence, that ſends em Prey. 
22 They range all Night, on ſlaughter bent, 
till ſummon'd by the riſing Morn, | 
To ſculk in Dens with one conſent, 
the conſcious Ravagers return. 
23 Forth to the Tillage of his Soil, 
the Huſbandman ſecurely goes;

32 One Look of thine, one wrathful Look, 
Earth's panting Breaſt with Terror fills ; 
One Touch from thee, with Clouds of Smoke, 
in Darkneſs ſhrouds the proudeſt Hills, 
33 In praifing God, while he prolongs 
my Breath, I will that Breath employ; 
34 And join Devotion to my Songs, 
fincere, as is in him my Joy. 
35 While Sinners from Earth's Face are hurl'd, 
my Soul, praiſe thou his holy Name :

12 But few in Number, and thoſe few 
all ſriendleis Strangers there. 
13 In Pilgrimage from Realm to Realm, 
ſecurely they remov'd : 
14 Whilſt proudeſt Monarchs for their Sakes, 
ſeverely he reprov'd : 
15 © Theſe mine anointed are, ſaid he, 
« let none my Servants wrong, 
« Nor treat the pooreſt Prophet ill, 
& that does to me belong. 
16 A Dearth at laſt by his Command, 
did thro* the Land prevail: | 
Till Corn, the chief Support of Life, 
ſuſtaining Cern did fail, 
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17 But his indulgent Providence 
had pious Jeſeph ſent, 
Sold into Egypr, but their Death 
who ſold hum to prevent. 
18 His Feet with heavy Chains were cruſli'd, 
with Calumny his Fame ; 
19 Till God's appointed Time and Word 
to his Deliv'rance came. 
20 The King his ſov'reign Order ſent, 
and reſcu'd him with Speed; 
Whom private Malice had confin'd, 
the People's Ruler freed. 
21 His Court, Revenues, Realm, were all 
ſubjected to his Will: 
22 His greateſt Princes to controul, 
and teach his Stateſmen skill.

23 To Egypt then invited Gueſts, 
half famiſh'd Iſra' came; 
And Jacob held, by Royal Grant, 
the fertile Soil of Ham. 
24 Th' Almighty there with ſuch Increaſe 
his People multiply'd ;

Whilſt Earth's enliven'd Duſt below, 
bred Lice through all their Coaſts. 
32 He ſent em batt'ring Hail for Rain, 
and Fire for cooling Dew: 
33 He ſmote their Vines, and Foreſt-Plantg 
and Garden's Pride o'erthrew. 
34 He ſpake the Word, and Locuſts came, 
with Caterpillars join'd. 
They Prey'd upon the poor Remains, 
the Storm had left behind. 
35 From Trees to Herbage they deſcend, 
no verdant Thing they ſpare : 
But like the naked fallow Field, 
leave all the Paſtures bare. 
36 From Field to Villages and Towns, 
commiſſion'd Vengeance flew ; 
One fatal Stroke their eldeſt Hopes, 
and Strength of Egypt flew ;

And what tranſcends all Treaſures elfe, 
enrich'd with vig'rous Hea'th. 
33 Egypt rejoic'd, in hopes to find 
her Plagues with them remov'd ; 
Taught dearly now to fear worſe il!s, 
by thoſe already prov d. 
39 Their ſhrouding Canopy by Day 
a journeying Cloud was ſpread ; 
A fiery Pillar all the Night 
their deſart Marches let. 
40 They long'd for Fleſh; with ev'nir g Quails 
he furniſh'd ev'ry Tent; 
From Heav'n's own Granary, each Morn 
the Bread of Angels ſent. |

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41 Fe ſmote the Rock, whoſe flint / Breaft 
pour'd forth a guſhing Tide; | 
Whoſe flowing Stream where e er they march'd 
the Deſart's Drought ſupply d. 
42 For ſtill he did on Abra mis Faith 
ard ancient League reflect; 
43 He brought his People forth with Joy, 
with Triumph his Elect. 
34 Quite rooting cue th: Heathen Foes, 
from Caaan's icrtile Soil, 
To them in cheap t offefſion gave 
the Fruit of other's Toll. 
45 That they his Statutes mi ht obſerve 
hi; ſacred 1 aws obey; 
For Benefits ſo vaſt, let us 
our Songs ot Praiſe repay, 
P'S ALM CVI. 
O Render Thanks to God above 
the Fountam of eternal Love; 
Whoſe Mercy firm thro' Ages paſt

22 His Signs in Ham's*aitoriſh'd Coaſt, 
And where proud Pharaoh's Troops were loft, 
23 This urg'd, his *vengeful Hand he rear'd, 
But Mofes in the Breach appear d: | 
The Saint did for the Rebels pray, 
And turn'd Heav'n's kindled Wrath awa/: 
24 Yet they his pleaſant Land deſpis d 
Nor his repeated promiſe priz d? 
25 Nor did the Atmighty's Voice obey, 
But when God ſaid, Go. up, would ſtay: 
26 This ſeal'd their Doom. without Redreſs, 
To periſh in the Wilderneſs; 
27 Or elſe to be by Heathen Hands

Therefore 
Abiſhag, a young virgin, is appointed to 
keep him warm. Adonijah ſeeing his fa-

noint Solomon king. Adonijah hearing 
this, betakes himſelf to the Sanctuary, and 
is pardoned.

168 ; 1 called alſo to 
mind a Paſſage in Manetho an Egyptian Prieſt, cited 
by Joſephus in his firſt Book againſt Apion, where he 
rms that Manetho in bis Hiſtory of the Reign, 
Wars, and Expulſion of the Paſtors (whom Africa- 
nus affirms to be Phenicians or Canaanites, and Ju- 
ſepbus vainly believed to be Jet) wrote out of the 
Publick Records of Eeypt, that theſe Paſtors made 
at Abaris a very large and ſtrong Encampment, that 
encompaſſed 10000 Aroure, ſufficient to contain 
240000 Men, and long to maintain their Cattle. 
Hence it appears, that not only the Egyptians, but 
the Phenicians or Canaanites alſo that had dweit a- 
mong them, and had reignedthere during the time 
of ſix Kings ſucceſſively, uſed this Meaſure of 
Land, called Aroura. Now this was long before 
Mefes's time; for the beginning of Amofis or Teth- 
moſis, who expell'd them out of Egypt, was very 
near the time of Abraham's Death, as appears by 
the Annals of the learned Primateof Ireland. Where- 
fore I believe that Moſes, who was skill'd in all 
Egyptian Learning, eſpecially Surveying, did of 
choice make the Court of the Tabernacle to be 
juſt half an Aroura, which was a known Meaſure 
to him and his People, who had long dwelt in 
Egypt, and Divine Authority directed him ſo to do.

for it is conſiderably leſs. To this place I refer the 
uſe of the leſſer ſortof xy 07105, which yet is moſt con- 
venient forthe uſe of the Egyptians and of the Jews to 
meaſure out Sivate Mens Inheritances, by a Line 


which was 80 Cubits long. For the length of this 


Line will meaſure or? ſide of an Arura, it the other 
ſide be 125 Cubits long, which is the length of this 
Line, and its half, — five Cubits above half of it, 
which they might eaſily mark in it by a Knot or a 
Ring. And by this means they might eaſily lay any 
number of I ouræ together, all of them Rectangular 
and Parallel to each other. Such Lines I ſappoſe 
for meaſure of Inheritances are intimated P/al. 78. 
55. & 16. 6. oc. 

6. I ſhall conclude with an Example amounting 
after Reduction to a Number of Engliſh Acres, 
which meaſure, we have not yet reach'd to. Thi: 
take from Numb. 35. 3, 4, 5 Verſes: There 
Mſes deſcribes what meaſure of Land the Lewires 
were to be allowed for their Cattle, their Goods, 
and all their Beaſts, on the North, Eaſt, South anc 
Weſt Sides of each of their Cities. So that the Cit) 
was to be in the mid{t of the Land belonging toit. 
This Land in our Tranſlation is called Suburbs, be- 
cauſe of its nearneſs to all their Cities. But we muſt 
not thence imagine, that it means Houſes and Streets 
adjoining to their Cities, in which Senſe we ſome 
times uſe the word Suburbs, For Moſes plainly tel]:

to feed in, ſuch as might allo be Orchards or Gar- 
dens for fruits, or perhaps for a lictle Corn, com- 


] prehended in the word their Goods. Theſe Field: 


he limits by 1000 Cubiis, which was juſt a quarter 
of an Eaſtern Mile, but amounts in meer length to 
503 Yards Engl meaſure, and therefore exceed: 
2 quarter of an Engliſh Mile by 168 yards in length 
But it is certain that Cattle cannot feed upon meer 
'ength, but this muſt ſignify the ſide of ſome fur 
face of Land byunded thereby, and we muſt have 
wo ſides of that ſurface given before we can finc 
.he Area, or Surface contained. Therefore Moſes, 


Verſe 5. tells us, that on each fide of each City they 
muſt meaſure 2000 Cubits, which will determine 
no Surface, unleſs we underſtand it to mean the two 
ſides of a ſquare, bounded on every fide, by 1000 
Cubits ; theſe two ſides multiplied into each gther, 
will produce a ſquare that contains juſt a Million of 
ſquare Cabits, and that is a known and exact mea- 
ſure of juſt 100 Arouræ, and this ſhews that the 
2000 Cubits mentioned Verſe 5. are the two ſides of 
that fquare, whereof the ooo mentioned Verſe 4 is 
one, and may be called the Root of the ſquare. 
This ſhews the agreement of the twodifferent Num- 
bers. The Reduction of this Million of ſquare Cu- 
bits will be performed by the ſame method that I 
have uſed before. Therefore, Firſt, I expreſs 1000 
Jewiſh by 1824 Engliſh Feet, without any Separa- 
trix, according to the Principles owned in Decimal 
Arithmetick and the ſquare of that Number will be 
3326975, without a ſeparatrix. Secondly, I divide 
this Number by 43560, which are the ſquare Feet 
of an Acre, and find the Quote to be 7613 758 59, 
which ſignify 56 intire Acres, and L376859 Deci- 
mals of an Acre. Thirdly, to find what Roods are 
contained in theſe Decimals, I multiply them by 
four, the number of Roods in an Acre, and find 
the Quote to be 1 L57436, which proves that there 
is but one Rood in them, and the fix Figures cut of 
by the Separatrix (becauſe there were fix Decimals 
in one of the Multipliers) are all Decimals of a 
Rood. Fourthly, therefore to find what Perches 
are in theſe laſt Decimals, I multiply them by 40 
which is the number of Perches contained in a 
Rood. The Product is 20L2974.40 ; hereby I find 
there are twenty intire Perches, beſides the Decimals 
of a Perch placed after the Separatrix, Fifthly, to 
find what ſquare Feet are in thoſe laſt Decimals, 
| multiply them by 272L25, which are the ſquare 
Feet and Decimals in a Perch, the Product is 80L- 
97804, which is 80 ſquare feet, and all the Deci 
mals not amounting to a ſquare Foot, I reject as in- 
conſiderable in Meaſutre of Land. Thus we have 
found that this and every other Square, on each fide 
of every Levitical City, was preſcribed to be 76 
Acres, 1 Rood, 20 Perches, 80 ſquare Feet in our 
Meaſure, but was juſt a Million of ſquare Cubits in 
heir Meaſure a 

To add the four Squares belong ing to one Lewi- 
ical City together, the beſt way will be to take the 
irſt Quote that we found in Acre-meaſure, VIZ. 
7613768 59, and we muſt multiply it by four, and 
we ſhall find, by the method I have uſed, all the 
our Squares together to amount to 305 Acres, two 
Roods, one Perch ; we need not take notice of any 
eſſer quantities in this caſe : We may alſo by this 
method fi-d the ſum of the Acres belonging to all 
the 48 Cities of the Levites, and many other Im- 
provements in this kind of meaſuring Surfaces, 
gut I leave them to the Induſtry of others.
